Treasurer's Report Says 



.The village had $1,047.51 more 
on deposit at the end of the fiscal 
year April 30 than for the corres- 
poding time last year but there was 
red ink in the firemen's fund. 

The report of Treasurer Martha 
Hunter shows that with $20,090.69 
carried over from last year, receipts 
of $47,080.10 and disbursements of 
$46,032.59, the amount of cash on 
hand at the start of the fiscal year, 
May 1, was $21,104.20. 

Her report showed as of June 1, 
$9,826 In the general fund; $5,617.79 
in the road and bridge fund; $1,302.- 
15 In the parking meter fund; $3,- 
064.75 in~the sewerage depreciation 
fund; and $1,271.79 in the .park fund. 
* The firemen's fund was $150.54 in 
the red. 



Justice Walter V. Schaefer, Lake 
Bluff, appointed to the Illinois su- 
preme court by Goveror Adlai E- 
Stevenson to fill an unexpired term, 
was elected to that body in Mon- 
day's court elections. 

Chicago supplied sufficient bal- 
lots to offset the more rural areas 
in the seventh district to 'elect 
Schaefer, a Democrat, over Circuit 
Judge Julius H. Minor, Chicago, Re- 
publican. 

In the 17th judicial district all 
four Republicans were elected to 
the circuit court bench. They are 
Berard M. Decker Waukegan at- 
torney; Judge William Carroll. 
Woodstock; Judge William R. DUs- 
hcr, Rockford; and Albert S. O'Sul- 
livan, Belvldere. 

Defeated were Atty. Jack Balr- 
stow, Waukegan Democrat; and 
Atty. Carl A. Swenson, Rockford. 

Antloch township gave its usual 
Republican majority, although pre- 
cinct 3 turned in a slight Democra- 
tic margin. Bairstow, Democrat ran 
ahead of his .ticket in all precincts. 
Voting was not especially heavy. 

In Lake - County, 16,182 ballots 
were cast with the -Republicans 
claiming a 2 to 1 vote.

Lakes Overstoekad Willi 
Fish; Year-Round Open 

Season on Bass Foreseen 



Indications are that a year-round 
season on bass fishing will be de- 
clared by state authorities in the 
near future 

Crowded conditions to the waters 
has stunted the growth of that var- 
iety and to thin the bass out, fish- 
ermen will be allowed to take them 
even in the spawning -season, it is 
said. 

Helping to reduce the large num- 
ber of bass and pan fish keeping a 
balance are the pickerel which are 
increasing in the Chain O' Lakes 
area. 

Just as land will provide but so 
many bushels to the acre, water 
will suffice for but 300 pounds of 
fish to the acre. 

Antioch lake is an example of 
overcrowded conditions. Because of 
the small size of the fish, only a 
few persons fish there. The result 
is that as the numbers of fish in- 
crease they grow smaller. 

When the lake was first* made 
(artificially) the erappies, supplied 
by much food, grew to large sire. 
Restriction on fishing gave them a 
chance to multiply many tunes. 
They became extremely stunted 
then for lack of food. 

Bass were put in to feed on the 
erappies. Now they are small, and 
pickerel are needed to reduce their 
number. 

What the lakes here need is an 
abundance of fishing this year to 
thin them of fish, and fishing Is 
good, said E. C. Cooney of the 
State Conservation department at 
Lake Villa.

Proposal was mode to the Antloch 
Rescue squad by village board mem- 
bers Tuesday evening that It place 
its new building adjacent to the fire 
station on the south facing Broad- 
way, and the squad is inclined to 
accept it. 

The board previously gave the 
Rescue squad permission to use part 
of .the lot on which the water works 
pumps are situated at Orchard st. 
and Broadway. 

A petition was filed with the 
board, however, asking that the 
building be placed elsewhere than 
at the Orchard st. location. . The 
squad sought to compromise by 
moving -the entrance around on 
Broadway. 

When Herman Holbek, captain of 
the Rescue squad, announced to the 
village board the proposed change, 
suggestion was made that the build- 
ing be placed across .the street be- 
tween the fire station and the old 
Burgess battery building. 

This suggestion made its appeal 
at once, and the building committee 
of the board was instructed to con- 
fer with the squad' on the matter. . 

Suggestion was made that the 
Rescue squad connect its building 
with the fire station so that it could 
use the lower floor social room, but 
Holbek was cool to the idea. 

Again on the basis of a 20-year 
lease, the building would revert to 
the village in event the Rescue 
squad disbands. 

Holbek said that as soon as the 
she is assured, the squad can pro- 
ceed on its building fund campaign. 
While the organisation now has a 
good nest egg, it doesn't have 
enough money to pay for the entire 
construction of the building.

On October 24, 1950, Joseph Pfef- 
fer, in behalf of 225 residents and 
taxpayers of the part of Wheatland 
Township outside of the Wilmot 
Union Free High School appealed 
to George E. Watson, State Superin- 
tendent, to be detached from Cent- 
ral School District and attached to 
the Wilmot Union Free High School 
District which the balance of Wheat- 
land has been in. 

This appeal was denied by Mr. 
Watson on May 3, " 1951, During 
this long interval the State Depart- 
ment and the County School Com- 
mittee left, the people of this New 
District burden themselves with the 
folio wings: 

1. On August 18, 1950, a $100,000.00 
direct levy was carried by a voice 
vote. A ballot vote was asked for 
and denied by the Chairman of the 
meeting who was the Chairman of 
the County School Committe. 

2. At the December 16th, 1950 
meeting, the residents voted down 
the purchase of a site and the bor- 
rowing of $492,000.00 At this meet- 
ing Officials of the State Depart- 
ment were on hand to promote the 
advantages of their plans, l After 
the vote was taken and all issues 
defeated they came back with the 
same issues on Jaunary 9, 1951 and 
this time burdened the people with 
.the most ridiculous situation in this 
part of the State by having two 
high schools, in one township. The 
people were warned at each and 
every meeting, of Wheatland not 
wanting to be part of this unneces- 
sary District. 

3. The Board of • Education has 
hired architects. 

4. The Board of Education has 
hired a principal. 

All this being done without con- 
sideration for the people of Wheat- 
land Township and with full knowl- 
edge that the legality of every ac- 
tion is open to challenge until such 
time as the issue is finally settled 
in accordance with American Prin- 
ciples — that the wishes of .the peo- 
ple are supreme over the dictates of 
Bureaucrats. 

Notice of appeal has been served 
on Mr. G. E, Watson that this case 
is now appealed to Circuit Court

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Economic Highlights 

•It Is common for great debates to generate more 
heat than light That is true of the great debate over 
foreign policy wTiich reached its explosive stage with 
General MacArthur's removal. In many minds, the 
real differences have "been obscured by a passionate 
emotional feeling. No one seems to feel objectively 
toward General "MacArthur. People either enormously 
admire him or heartily dislike him. 

Fortunately, the two main figures in the latest 
stages of the great debate, General MacArthur and 
Secretary Marshall, did not descend to the type of ar- 
gument in which personal rancor dwarfs logic. Those 
who read the hundreds of thousands of words of testi- 
mony these two men gave before the Senate committee 
had a rewarding experience. Both of them are soldiers 
of the highest rank, prestige and accomplishment. 
Both have had wide experience outside the military 
sphere. Both are patriots with the finest motives. 
And both answered the almost endless list of questions 
put to them frankly, clearly and effectively. 

Some people think that MacArthur and Marshall 
disagree about practically everything connected with 
the Korean war, Eastern strategy, and the world 
situation in general. This is not so. The area of agree- 
ment is very much greater than the area of disagree- 
ment. But where they do differ, and sharply, is over 
four extremely important and absolutely fundamental 
questions. 

First, General MacArthur believes that intense 
air and naval action against the Red China bases would 
bring the war to an end in the forseeble future. Se- 
cretary Marshall believes this might have small in- 
fluence on the conflict for the reason that Red China 
offers few important targets and has no major in- 
dustrial concentrations. 

Second, while not overlooking the importance 



I of Europe, General MacArthur believes that Asia" Is 
the more Important of the continents now, as it Is 
here that the communists ore making their bid for 
world supremacy. Secretary Marshall believes just 
the opposite — that Europe must come first and that 
nothing must be allowed to Interfere with our mili- 
ary implementation of the North Atlantic pact. 

Third, General MacArthur realizes the import- 
ance and desirability of allies, but thinks that, If 
necessary, we can and should go it alone In Asia. 
General Marshall believes it would be fatal to alienate 
our allies, most of whom seem to be willing to go to 
any length to avoid all-out war with China. 

Last, but certainly not least, General MacArthur 
docs not believe that attacks against Red China pro- 
per would necessarily lead to greater Russian inter- 
vention and the start of World War III on a global 
scale. General Marshall thinks it might very well do 
just that, on the grounds that Mao Is Stalin's best 
friend and could not be abandoned without causing the 
U. S. S. R. to lose all prestige in nations where it has 
been making its most potent gains. 

All the name-calling to one side, these are the 
issues— and these pose the questions that only time 
can decide. The MacArthur dismissal brought them to 
a head. The MacArthur-Marahall testimony, buttress- 
ed by the testimony of a few others, has taken them 

out into the open.

The Low Down From Hickory Grove 

For a fine type of citizen who gets the least 
pats on the back, I doof my skimmer to the Highway 
Patrol. But if you are a heavy footed sort who figures 
you should allow nobody, black, white, or bronze 
to be ahead of you at any time, you will say, ohl 
yehl But without the threat of being flagged down 
to decent speed by the highway officer, the killing 
would zoom even further. 

For alertness these officers have no superior. 
They would not survive long if they were not top- 
notch — they handle some pretty tough and nasty 
specimens. All day long or all night long their job 
is to see to it that the citizens of your community 
can venture out upon the highway with reasonable 
chance of returning home alive. If you have not 
thought of it before, give a minute to pondering what 
it would be like without them. 

What we need more of is more of these alert and 
fearless fellows — they are not out to make trouble, 
they are out to prevent same, nip it in the bud.

lime is getting short for the Illi- 
nois legislature, and many import- 
ant bills are still in committee, a 
long way from a vote. 

One of these is the truck license 
fee increase, which senate passed a 
month ago. It's been before the 
house motor vehicles committee 
ever since and should be reported 
out this week. 

This measure would make the 
truckers pay their fair share of 
maintaining our highways. Unless 
it Is passed, I don't see how we can 
vote higher gas taxes. 1 will cer- 
tainly not vote to saddle motorists 
with any more of the highway bur- 
den until we bring the truckers into 
line. 

A 75 - cent minimum wage bill, 
which would put Illinois in line 
with federal wage laws, is also bot- 
tled up an committee. Last week 
we defeated an unfavorable recom- 
mendation, but before we could 
vote on a motion that the bill "do 
pass," lobbyists against it had called 
enough members out of the meet- 
ing so that it could be broken up 
by a quorum call. 

The house passed several good 
bills this week. One was a senate- 
approved revision of the regulations 
applying to optometry, with a ban 
on price advertising by members 
of that profession. 

We also approved bills which will 
allow home rule on ' the establlsh-

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American Vet. Committee 
To Take Poll of Voters' 
Views in 13th District 



A North Shore veteran organiza- 
tion this week began sending out 
questionnaires for a cross-section 
sample of voter opinion on vital is- 
sues. The survey by radio com- 
mentator Fulton Lewis, published 
recently by 13th District Congress- 
woman Marguerite Stitt Church, 
was not typical of all voters within 
the District, officials of the Ameri- 
can Veterans Committee charged. 

"Only those had the questions who 
listened to Mr. Lewis," Mrs. Church 
explained last week to officials of 
the North Shore AVC chapter, "a 
fact which should be and undoubt- 
edly is realized both by those par- 
ticipating and those who, like our- 
selves, read the results." 

Challenged by the AVC group as 
"unrepresentative" were Lewis' fig- 
ures which indicated most persons 
polled were opposed to military 
training and economic aid to Europe, 
while favoring impeachment of Pre- 
sident Truman by a 40 to 1 ratio.
